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Eisenbower Reassures Indians

NEW DELHI (OFNS). — 
HATEVER may be said. 
officially, Indians in gen- 
eral connect President Ei- 
senhowers visit here with 
what now dominates their 
lives — the frontier dispute 
with Communist China.
